Claims 16-18 are be allowable because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly 

suggest the use of a lower substrate member having an array of samples supported on raised pads

with an overlay of a tissue specimen and an upper member defining a reservoir plate that defines 
an array of openings that align with the sample receiving surface of the lower substrate.
